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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 4 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 4, how is the guide member 'provided in each of arms'? Are there two 
guide members? What has a 'vertical length?' What is a vertical length? With respect 
to what? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102' that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-9 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mizun et al.- 
2004/0018801 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
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either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Mizun discloses the claimed invention including a first stage and second stage 
(410,420) that move vertically, a tray movement unit (430) including two arms (431 ,432) 
that moves a tray from a stacked set of first stage to a processor^ 00a, 100b) for 
grinding the lenses, a lens conveying apparatus (200) for conveying lens from tray to 
processor back to tray, and tray movement unit moves tray to second stage for 
stacking trays, it is inherent that the arms have a vertical dimension that would include a 
bottom edge which would act as a guide member that contacts topmost tray of stacked 
trays of second stage, as broadly claimed.
